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NOTES 


The collection of information for detailed analyses of industrial accidents in 
Western Australia commenced on 1 July 1961. From that date all insurers and self- 
insurers have been required to submit a report to the Workers' Compensation Board in 
respect of each claim for workers' compensation as soon as the claim is closed. 


For the purposes of the collection, each claim is regarded as a separate 
industrial accident and the statistics contained in this publication have been 
prepared from reports of claims closed during the year ended 30 June 1967. To 
facilitate comparison with the previous year, some significant totals for 1965-66 
are included. The item "Cost of Claims" appearing in some of the tables is not 
limited to amounts actually paid during 1966-67 (or 1965-66), but represents all 
payments made (i.e. from the date of the injury) in respect of each claim closed 
during the year. "Time Lost" is to be interpreted similarly. 


Only accidents coming within the scope of the Workers' Compensation Act are 
included and consequently industrial accidents to self-employed persons, and all 
Commonwealth Government employees, are excluded. 


With few exceptions, an accident to an employee while travelling between his 
home and place of employment was not compensable in Western Australia until 
14 December 1964, when the Workers' Compensation Act Amendment Act of 1964 came 
into operation. From that date, the compensation provisions have been extended 
generally to include injuries sustained in the course of travel between place of 
residence and place of employment. During the year ended 30 June 1967, 159 claims 
were reported closed in respect of journey cases involving loss of work for one day 
or more. The total time lost was 625.4 weeks and the cost of claims amounted to 
$36,844. Journey cases are not included in the tables. 


Classification according to industry group has been made on the basis of the 
1966 Census Classification of Industries. In the tables on pages 4 to 12, the 
Industry Group or Sub-group is shown, in several cases, in an abbreviated form. 
The full title of each classification listed is as follows:

The term "accident factor" as used in some of the tables may be defined as 
"that underlying agency, other than human failing, which appears to contribute most 
materially to an accident and which would be most likely to receive attention in 
preventing the occurrence of a similar accident". 


The scope of this publication has been restricted to include only compensated 
work injuries causing death or absence from work for ONE DAY OR MORE. Consequently, 
some 28,000 claims involving loss of work for less than one day have been excluded 
from the tables. In respect of reopened claims, the additional time lost and costs 
have been included in the tables but, to avoid duplication, such cases, numbering 
2,759 in 1966-67 have been excluded from the number of accidents. Disease cases 
have been excluded entirely. 


More detailed statistics than those published here are available for inspection 
at the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, Perth. 


The abbreviation "n.e.i.", where it occurs in the tables, denotes "not 
elsewhere included". 


ROUNDING OF FIGURES 


Figures appearing in Tables 1 and 9 relating to the number of weeks lost 
have been rounded to the nearest whole week without making those adjustments which 
would be needed to make the rounded figures add to the rounded total. It is for 
this reason that figures do not always add to the totals shown in Tables 1 and 9. 


Percentages appearing in Tables 1 to 4 have been corrected to the first place 
of decimals without making any adjustments which would be necessary to make the 
percentages so expressed add to precisely 100.
